one year next njuerng ihe (a6 Outlawry pronounced” or Tudg- 
ment given Hoon the ſaid Outlawry, Vefſo himſelf tot 
1.92d Cheltt Juſtice of England, for the time berg, and 
offer to Traverſe the Inditement, or Appeal, whereupon the [aid 
Outlawry ſhould be pronounced as aforeſaid, - That then he 
ſhould be received to the ſaid. Traverſe and being thereupon 
found not Guilty by the Verdit, of Twelve mink wld be 
acquitted of the ſaid Outlawry, &C. ; 

| Bur pray let us conſider this Plea, and let any Inipar- 
tial Eye take a view thereof, If ſuch party. fo Outlawed 
yeild himſelf, Is it for a man to veil himſelf to the 
Law, to run away ſhelter and abſcond out of the: 
ſight and reach of it, to. defie all Proclamations; and © 
ſtand out from the legatand repeated Summoss thereof, 
and when at laſt by the care and caution” of the Go- 
vernment he is forcibly taken and againithis will hroughe - 
i a Pritoner, to offer then to fabmit' himſelf, and to 
take hold of what was never intended for him.

This 
he meant by Mr, Hilloway, but what was offerred to him, 
was the Product of his Majeſties ImparralePd Bounty, 
and could never be demanded as a Debt, which was- 
free Grace and Favour.
